Thomas DiGeatano, 26, of 452

Boston, was charged with 
breaking and entering a build- 
ing during daytime hours for 
the purpose of committing a 
felony.

No property has yet been 
recovered, but neighbors 
observed a second suspect 
walking up the victim’s drive- 
way just prior to the incident, 
leading police to believe that 
DiGeatano was working with a 
second individual. That second 
suspect is believed to be operat- 
ing a purple Mazda.

Tewksbury man accused of 
kidnapping and raping teen 


TEWKSBURY : - Robert 
DiCredico, 49, was arraigned 
May 29 in Lowell District Court 
on multiple charges for alleged- 
ly kidnapping and sexually 
assaulting a local seventeen- 
year-old woman. 

Tewksbury police were called 
to the small cul-de-sac of Belt 
Circle just before 9:15 p.m. on 
Wednesday, May 28, according 
to police logs. The crime 


allegedly occurred in that 
neighborhood, according to 


Jessica Venezia, spokesperson 
for the Middlesex District 
Attorney’s Office. 


DiCredico, of 31 Belt Circle, 
was arrested just after 11:00 
p.m. the same evening and was 
charged with one count of 
assault and battery, two counts 
of indecent assault and battery 
on a person age 14 or over, 
intimidating a witness, kidnap- 


ping, and assault to rape, 
according to arrest logs. 
Court documents are sealed 
due to the nature of the crime 
and the age of the victim. 
DiCredico is held on a $50,000 
surety bail or $5,000 cash and 
the victim has a ‘stay away’ 
order against him.

Show your pride in Tewksbury 


Dear Editor: 

This Saturday the residents of 
Tewksbury must go to the polls 
to make an important decision 
on the direction our town will 
head in for the coming years. I 
know many of our residents 
have lived here for a lot of their 
life and are proud of their town. 
Many more have moved here 
when they have seen what a 
great town Tewksbury is and 
what is has to offer. This could 
all change if the override fails. 

We are facing a $6 million 
deficit this year, and more than 
a $10 million deficit next year. 
The current override proposal 
addresses 50% of the deficit for 
the next three years. A lot of 
work and thought has been put 
into this plan. We formed an 
independent financial task force 
to review our town budget, 


expenses, and revenues, and 
they have worked hard on that 
over the last year. In fairness to 
the residents of the town, they 
came up with a plan to address 
the deficit by making cuts and 
efficiencies within the town to 
cover half the deficit, and cover 
the other half of the deficit by 
bringing in additional revenues 
with the override. 

If the override passes, we are 
still making over $3 million in 
cuts within the town. This will 
have a drastic effect on our 
town. If the override fails, that 
will have a devastating effect on 
our town. We cannot absorb $6 
million in cuts this year, and $10 
million in cuts next year. This 
will affect all residents in our 
town, all services in our town, 
from the police and fire depart- 
ments, to the senior center, the 


library,- town hall, and the 
school systems. We would all 
see a great reduction in ser- 
vices, as well as our town and 
roads not being maintained 
properly. 

The ripple effects of the over- 
ride failing would be devastat- 
ing and far-reaching. Our 
schools would become just a 
giant childcare facility, with 
class sizes soaring. We. could 
lose millions in state aid as 
there is a mass exodus of stu- 
dents from our public schools 
systems. We could lose state aid 
for the library due to reductions 
of services there. Our schools 
will be in jeopardy of losing 
their accreditation. Our proper- 
ty values would plummet. We 
would see a reduction in our 
police force, which could result 
in increased crime and drug

Dear Tewksbury voters, 

Tewksbury has come a long 
way from the sleepy 19th 
Century community that num- 
bered 143 farms; 244 dwelling 
houses; 295 voters; 1,944 inhabi- 
tants; two grist mills, a large 
tannery, and 7 schools. 

The Tewksbury of today is far 
more complex. Gone are the 
days when the simplest of solu- 
tions could solve the most com- 
plex problems. Gone are the 
days when a traditional family 
could do well on a single 
income. Gone are the days when 
gasoline cost $.18 per gallon. 
Gone are the days when a ham- 
burger at MacDonald’s cost 
$.10. 

Despite the growing problems 
that a global economy has ham- 
mered us with, we, the people of 
this community, have banded 
together time and again to 
achieve solutions to problems 
that alone we could not accom- 
plish. We have together worked 
hard to make this community a 
place that we can all be proud 
of. Reasonably affordable 
home prices and convenient 
highway access have played an 
important role in making the 
town very attractive to working 
people in search of a place to 
raise their children. In fact, 
according to the United States 
Bureau of the Census more than 
75% of Tewksbury’s 9,971 house- 
holds are families. About 37% 
of all households in Tewksbury 


have children under 18 and a 
majority of our residents live in 
traditional neighborhoods of 
single-family homes. 

‘Together, as working men and 
women, we have placed a high 
priority on the maintenance of 
our educational and civic oblig- 
ations - a duty of the highest 
importance. We know how 
important our homes are to us. 
We know how important it is to 
maintain services for our elder- 
ly. We know how important a 
good education is to our chil- 
dren. And we clearly know how 
important it is to ensure that we 
are all safe in our homes. We 
know how important these ser- 
vices are because we have all 
benefited from them. 

On Saturday, June 7th, you, 
the voters of Tewksbury, will be 
asked to approve a property tax 
override. This vote, if approved 
by a majority of the voters, is 
necessary to maintain civic ser- 
vice levels and educational lev- 
els that are currently provided 
to persons of all ages and abili- 
ties throughout our Town. The 
annual cost of this tax increase 
will average approximately 
$135. Not a small sum, but sure- 
ly a worthwhile expenditure to 
ensure that services to our 
elderly are maintained, that our 
schools maintain core pro- 
grams, that our satellite fire 
stations in South Tewksbury 
remain operational, that our 
public streets and ways are 


One Little Voice ‘ 


Dear Editor, 

Often during my life, in the 
quiet, at the end of the day, a lit- 
tle voice begins to talk to me. It 
reflects on the events of the day, 
what I could have done better, 
reminding me that I have 
tomorrow to work to improve, to 
take the time to interact more 
positively, to be stronger, to be 
respectful of others and their 
opinions, and most of all to have 
the courage to do the hard 
things ~ not the popular things - 
the right things. It almost 
always ends with one last 
thing...don’t forget, everyone 
makes a difference, everyone 
counts, no one has all the 
answers, and keep moving for- 
ward trying not to repeat the 
same mistakes!

Understanding that the 
challenges are more difficult 
than ever, we must, collectively, 
focus on open communication, 
developing trust within our 
community, and working collab- 
oratively to remedy our current 
fiscal crisis. 

The financial planning task- 
force labored for nine months to 
develop a road map for our 
town. It consists of 37 recom- 
mendations and 46 sub-recom- 
mendations. It is a three-year 


none of these recommendation 
can resolve our current dilem- 
ma. All recommendations have 
to be considered to ensure effec- 
tiveness. You can access the 
plan on the Town Website. 

Desperate times call for des- 
perate measures... 

Many of the taskforce recom- 
mendations are not good ideas, 
the plight is, there is no way to 
cut 5 millions dollars or ten mil- 
lion (without the override) with- 
out decreasing essential ser- 
vices, which would not be con- 
sidered in normal times. No 
matter what path we follow and 
which recommendations we 
adopt, people are going to be 
hurt; by higher taxes and fees, 
by lower services, by more work 
for less. To quote from the final 
report of the FPTF recommen- 
dations; taken together (recom- 
mendations), are a plan that 
will allow the town government 
to provide a level of services 
commensurate with the present 
level through FY2011. They will 
also provide a foundation for 
financial stability beyond that 


plowed and sanded, that our 
trash is picked up weekly with- 
out fees, that our police and fire 
department staffing levels are 
not reduced, that our school 
department is not decimated, 
and certainly, a worthwhile 
price to pay to help ensure that 
the value of our homes is main- 
tained in an economy sliding 
into an ever deepening reces- 
sion. 

The alternative is not a pretty 
picture. Cuts will be made and 
service levels will be reduced 
dramatically. At a minimum the 
‘Town will be faced with the fol- 
lowing cuts: Reduction of part- 
time clerk in Collector's Office; 
Reduction of Building 
Commissioner's position; 
Conservation Administrative 
Salary to be funded through 
Trust Fund; Eliminate 
Household Hazardous 
Collection; Reduction of 
Administrative Assistant 
(Police); Reduction of Two 
Police Dispatcher Position; 
Reduction of Deputy Police 
Chief Position; Downgrade two 
Lieutenant Positions; Reduction 
of Fuel Allocation for 
Emergency Vehicles; Reduce 
staff development programs; 
Close South Street fire station 
for seven months; Eliminate 
fire equipment stabilization 
fund; Reduction of Electrician 
position; Reduction of Heavy 
Equipment Operator Position; 
Eliminate Mandated Storm 


plan, which requires communi- 
ty support. 

From listening to many resi- 
dents, there is a sentiment that 
it is not enough; not enough 
money for the schools, not 
enough for public safety, not 
enough for community needs 
which all in total keep our prop- 
erty values solid!

Every dog requires order, con- 
sistency and a healthy social 
structure, The absence of struc- 
ture creates stress in dogs. In 
fact, most of dogs' problem 
behaviors can be traced to 
humans wanting the structure 
the pack to be different from 
the structure the dog wants. If 
the pack is not structured prop- 
erly according to the dog, he 
will make changes to improve 
the situation. 

For instance, when a dog feels 
he must tell his owner when he 
needs to be fed, he asks for food 
and his owner feeds him.

Pig farms were common to this area

WILMINGTON and TEWKS- 
BURY - In decades past, 
Wilmington and Tewksbury had 
a great many pig farms. Most 
of them are gone now, but the 
area is still plagued by the 
smell of pig manure. 

The Krochmal Farm, the last 
remaining pig farm, now has 
Sorhe 500 pigs. There is a large 
holding tank for manure and a 
large composting operation. 
The manure is also spread on 
thie fields, 

The odor brings complaints 
from residents of three towns, 
and they are not simply a mat- 
ter of newcomers who bought a 
house near an existing farm, 
The smell of pig manure now 
carries across great distances, 
depending on the wind. 

One person in North 
Wilmington, three quarters of a 
mile from the pig farm, says 
that the smell is so bad that 
they cannot remain outside in 
the yard. The family has lived 
in the same’ house for 57 years, 
and until a few years ago, the 
smell was not noticeable. Now 
they say it is unbearable and 
inescapable. 

Krochmal’s is located off 
South Street. It straddles the 
Tewksbury-Wilmington town 
line. There is no access from 
Wilmington. It is beyond the 
end of McDonald Road, which 
zig-zags north from Salem 
Street. 

Access from the east is 
blocked by Route 93 and the 
railroad. To the south, there is 


eals were buried. To the north 
is the former Rocco's landfill, 
in years past another major 
source of odor and chemical 
pollution, and currently an 
EPA Superfund site. 

‘The area has remained large- 
ly undeveloped, although in 
reent years, developers have 
been seeking to open up access 
via a new exit off Route 93. 
That exit would have to be 
approved by the Federal 
Highway Administration, a 
process that would take years 
to complete.

He believes 
LaBarre is suffering from 
schizo affective disorder, a type 
sychotic mental illness that 
is accompanied by delusions 
and paranoia. On Wednesday, 
the prosecution is expected to 
call into question the psychia- 
trist's theory that LaBarre is 
suffering from a mental illness 
that caused her to commit her 
crimes. 

Gray is the second psycholog- 
ical expert to testify for the 
defense. The trial opened four 
weeks ago with Dr. Malcolm 
Rogers, who also testified 


NH Police: 
Charred tools, 


BRENTWOOD, N.H. (AP) — 
A police lieutenant testified in 
Sheila LaBarre’s insanity trial 
last Wednesday that officers 
found charred, corroded prun- 
ing shears and hedge clippers 
in a barrel of ashes on her 
Epping farm in the days after 
she murdered _ boyfriend 
Kenneth Countie, as well as a 
melted knife and bone frag- 
ments, 

Lt, Michael Wallace of Epping 
also said police removed the 
contents of LaBarre’s septic 
system and found bullet casings 
and a Connecticut birth certifi- 
cate belonging to Michael 
Deloge. 

LaBarre has pleaded not 
guilty by reason of insanity to 
killing Deloge and Countie. 

Countie had ties to 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, he 
has family living in Tewksbury, 
and he had lived in Wilmington 
just prior to moving in with 
LaBarre at her horse farm in 
Epping, N.H. 

During his second day on the 
stand, Wallace said he and 
other officers searched 
LaBarre’s farm on March 25, 
2006, as part of an investigation 


LaBarre is suffering from a 
schizo affect disorder and that 
she was insane when she com- 
mitted her crimes. 

LaBarre has admitted killing 
Kenneth Countie in 2006 and 
Michael Deloge in 2005. She has 
pleaded not guilty by reason of 
insanity. Countie had ties to 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. He 
had family living in Tewksbury, 
and he had lived in Wilmington 
just prior to moving in with 
LaBarre. 


Like Rogers, Gray said he 
found signs that LaBarre’s 
mental condition deteriorated 
over the years, especially after 
Dr. Wilfred LaBarre, the man 
she lived with for many years, 
died. 


Over time, her ability to take 
care of day-to-day tasks, like 
maintaining her rental proper- 
ty, became more difficult. 
Despite her worsening condi- 
tion, LaBarre's intelligence 
allowed her to cover up her ill- 
ness and come across as nor- 
mal in her dealings with some 
people, Gray said. “She can 
present herself as being put 
together and yet when you 
scratch the surface, what you 
find underneath is all this 
chaos,” he said. It’s this deteri- 
orating that gave Gray the 
opinion she is not faking her 
symptoms — or malingering as 
it’s known jn the medical field 
— to escape going to prison.

bone fragments found 


into the disappearance of 
Countie. At the farm, police 
found a barrel filled with ashes. 
Wallace said he and the other 
officers dumped the barrel onto 
a blue tarp and used a sifter 
they found nearby to go through 
the contents. “The bone frag- 
ments were very small, less 
than an inch,” said Wallace. 
“They were very brittle. Some 
would break in your hand. They 
were off-white, not charred like 
I thought they'd be.” 

The jury also heard from 
Elaine Sommer, an employee at 
the Epping Wal-Mart in the 
winter of 2006, the same time 
LaBarre was seen in the store 
with Countie. She described an 
incident in which LaBarre was 
“flipping out” about an alleged 
altercation between - Countie 
and another customer. She 
complained to the management 
that Countie had been pushed 
by another customer and 
demanded management do 
something. 

Sommer said she saw LaBarre 
and Countie again on Friday, 
March 17, 2006, in the Wal- 
Mart. This time Countie was in 
a wheelchair and “his condition

was worse than the first time I 
saw him,” she said. 

“He was ashen in color,” said 
Sommer. “He was more cut up 
and bruised. Being in a wheel- 
chair, I assumed he had trouble 
walking.” David Dionne, a for- 
mer manager at Wal-Mart, said 
LaBarre complained to him on 
March 11, 2006, that another 
customer had assaulted her 
husband, a man later identified 
as Countie. 

LaBarre told Dionne that 
while shopping in the candy 
aisle a woman had grabbed and 
pushed Countie. LaBarre then 
told him Countie had been 
injured in a car accident, mak- 
ing the assault that much more 
painful. “When she was 
describing the condition of her 
husband (Countie), she started 
to pull his shirt over his head,” 
said Dionne. “It looked like he 
had a motorcycle accident with- 
out a shirt on. His torso was one 
big scab.” Dionne said Countie 
was moaning in pain as she lift- 
ed his shirt. Dionne said he also 
saw a freshly opened scab on 
one of his upper triceps that 
“looked like it had been torn by 
someone grabbing him.”

tions in this case, whether she 
is exaggerating her symptoms 
of the insanity defense,” Gray 
said. “When you see malinger- 
ing, there’s a history someone 
may be doing pretty well then 
all of a suddén the symptoms 
pop up. In this case we see such 
a convincing history of psy- 
chosis (and) the progression 
from trauma to personality dis- 
order to psychosis.” 
Throughout the trial, the prose- 
cution has pointed to what 
appears to be LaBarre’s 
attempts to cover up the mur- 
ders, such as burning evidence 
and human remains and bla- 
tantly lying to police. Gray said 
he doesn’t think LaBarre was 
covering up her crimes, but 
revealing them in an attempt to 
get help, 

“She was literally sending up 
smoke signals,” Gray said. He 
pointed to an altercation 
LaBarre had with police where 
she was clearly upset at the 
thought of being arrested, yet 
moments later was begging 
police to shoot her. “She’s been 
admitting all along she’s out of 
control and pleading for some- 
one to take control.”

Heading into last. weekend’s 
MIAA Eastern Mass. Division 3

“It was definitely a team 
thing,” Cripps said. “"We do 
not have any superstars, other 
than Farnsworth, like other 
teams have, but we had ten 
individuals and two relay 
teams score points and that 
shows the-depth of our team. 
When you've got that many 
kids scoring, chances are you 
are going to do very well.” 

Senior Matt Figuierido, wind- 
ing down what has been a spec- 
tacular season and career for 
the Wildcats, was one of the big 
scorers for the Wildcats with a 
second place finish in the 100 
meters in a time of 11.16, just 
behind Stoneham’s Roy 
Munson who won with a time of 
11.14, earning a spot in this 
weekend's All-State meet. 
Figuierido was also the anchor 
of the Wildcats 4 x 100 relay 
team that grabbed a second 
place finish. 

“Matt was actually even clos- 
er than that, but they round up 
the times,” Cripps said. “He 
did very well. He has had a 
great career, but he still has 
some running to do.” 

Senior Mike Condell, the 
defending champion in the 800 
meters, had what he might con- 


sider a disappointing day, but 
he would likely be the only one 
to consider his second place 
finish in the event in a time of 
1:57.96 to be a disappointment. 
Wayland’s Brett Stein earned 
the victory with a time of 
1:57.68. 

“Mike was a little disappoint- 
ed. What happened was he did 
not have a big enough lead and 
the kid who won had legs about 
twice the size of Mike’s and he 
managed to cross the finish 
line first,” Cripps said. “There 
is still another week so Mike 
will be looking to do even bet- 
ter.” 

In the 400 meter dash, junior 
Jimmy DiNuccio finished ninth 
overall with a time of 52.13, 
while sophomore Caleb Rogers 
finished 14th in a time of 53.91, 
while in the 300 meter hurdles 
junior Jon Parella finished 
sixth overall in a time of 41.05, 
while senior Tom Barry fin- 
ished 22nd in a time of 43.32 
just moments after competing 
in the javelin event where he 
had taken third place with a 
personal best throw. 

“I was very pleased with 


Parella,” Cripps said. “This is: 


his first year doing the hurdles 
and to do a personal best in a 
meet like this is very impres- 
sive. I was very pleased.” 

For the relay teams, it was a 
case of good news and bad 
news, as both scored points for 
the Wildcats, but only one left 
the meet happy with their fin- 
ish.

four times and reviewed the 
police file on the case, was 
expected to be the defense’s 
last witness. He believes 

aBarre is suffering from 
affective disorder, a type 
sychotic mental illness that 
is accompanied by delusions 
and paranoia. On Wednesday, 
the prosecution is expected to 
call into question the psychia- 
trist’s theory that LaBarre is 
suffering from a mental illness 
that caused her to commit her 
crimes. 

Gray is the second psycholog- 
ical expert to testify for the 
defense, The trial opened four 
weeks ago with Dr. Malcolm 
Rogers, who also testified 


NH Police: 
Charred tools, 


BRENTWOOD, N.H. (AP) — 
A police lieutenant testified in 
Sheila LaBarre’s insanity trial 
last Wednesday that officers 
found charred, corroded prun- 
ing shears and hedge clippers 
in a barrel of ashes on her 
Epping farm in the days after 
she murdered _ boyfriend 
Kenneth Countie, as well as a 
melted knife and bone frag- 
ments. 

Lt. Michael Wallace of Epping 
also said police removed the 
contents of LaBarre’s septic 
system and found bullet casings 
and a Connecticut birth certifi- 
cate belonging to Michael 
Deloge. 

LaBarre has pleaded not 
guilty by reason of insanity to 
killing Deloge and Countie. 

Countie had ties to 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, he 
has family living in Tewksbury, 
and he had lived in Wilmington 
just prior to moving in with 
LaBarre at her horse farm in 
Epping, N.H. 

During his second day on the 
stand, Wallace said he and 
Other officers searched 
LaBarre's farm on March 25, 
2006, as part of an investigation 


LaBarre is suffering from a 
schizo affect disorder and that 
she was insane when she com- 
mitted her crimes. 

LaBarre has admitted killing 
Kenneth Countie in 2006 and 
Michael Deloge in 2005. She has 
pleaded not guilty by reason of 
insanity. Countie had ties to 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. He 
had family living in Tewksbury, 
and he had lived in Wilmington 
just prior to moving in with 
LaBarre. 


Like Rogers, Gray said he 
found signs that LaBarre’s 
mental condition deteriorated 
over the years, especially after 
Dr. Wilfred LaBarre, the man 
she lived with for many years, 
died. 


Over time, her ability to take 
care of day-to-day tasks, like 
maintaining her rental proper- 
ty, became more difficult. 
Despite her worsening condi- 
tion, LaBarre’s intelligence 
allowed her to cover up her ill- 
ness and come across as nor- 
mal in her dealings with some 
people, Gray said. “She can 
present herself as being put 
together and yet when you 
scratch the surface, what you 
find underneath is all this 
chaos,” he said. It’s this deteri- 
orating that gave Gray the 
opinion she is not faking her 
symptoms — or malingering as 
it’s known jn the medical field 
— to escape going to prison. 

“It’s one of the primary ques- 


bone fragments found 


into the disappearance of 
Countie. At the farm, police 
found a barrel filled with ashes. 
Wallace said he and the other 
officers dumped the barrel onto 
a blue tarp and used a sifter 
they found nearby to go through 
the contents. “The bone frag- 
ments were very small, less 
than an inch,” said Wallace. 
“They were very brittle. Some 
would break in your hand. They 
were off-white, not charred like 
I thought they’d be.” 

The jury also heard from 
Elaine Sommer, an employee at 
the Epping Wal-Mart in the 
winter of 2006, the same time 
LaBarre was seen in the store 
with Countie. She described an 
incident in which LaBarre was 
“flipping out” about an alleged 
altercation between - Countie 
and another customer, She 
complained to the management 
that Countie had been pushed 
by another customer and 
demanded management do 


something. 
Sommer said she saw LaBarre 
and Countie again on Friday, 
March 17, 2006, in the Wal- 
Mart. This time Countie was in 
a wheelchair and “his condition 


was worse than the first time I 
saw him,” she said. 

“He was ashen in color,” said 
Sommer, “He was more cut up 
and bruised. Being in a wheel- 
chair, I assumed he had trouble 
walking.” David Dionne, a for- 
mer manager at Wal-Mart, said 
LaBarre complained to him on 
March 11, 2006, that another 
customer had assaulted her 
husband, a man later identified 
as Countie. 

LaBarre told Dionne that 
while shopping in the candy 
aisle a woman had grabbed and 
pushed Countie. LaBarre then 
told him Countie had been 
injured in a car accident, mak- 
ing the assault that much more 
painful. “When she was 
describing the condition of her 
husband (Countie), she started 
to pull his shirt over his head,” 
said Dionne. “It looked like he 
had a motorcycle accident with- 
out a shirt on. His torso was one 
big scab.” Dionne said Countie 
was moaning in pain as she lift- 
ed his shirt. Dionne said he also 
saw a freshly opened scab on 
one of his upper triceps that 
“looked like it had been torn by 
someone grabbing him.” 


tions in this case, whether she 
is exaggerating her symptoms 
of the insanity defense,” Gray 
said. “When you see malinger- 
ing, there’s a history someone 
may be doing pretty well then 
all of a suddén the symptoms 
pop up. In this case we see such 
a convincing history of psy- 
chosis (and) the progression 
from trauma to personality dis- 
order to psychosis.” 
Throughout the trial, the prose- 
cution has pointed to what 
appears to be LaBarre’s 
attempts to cover up the mur- 
ders, such as burning evidence 
and human remains» and bla- 
tantly lying to police. Gray said 
he doesn’t think LaBarre was 
covering up her crimes, but 
revealing them in an attempt to 
get help. 

“She was literally sending up 
smoke signals,” Gray said. He 
pointed to an altercation 
LaBarre had with police where 
she was clearly upset at the 
thought of being arrested, yet 
moments later was begging 
police to shoot her. “She’s been 
admitting all along she’s out of 
control and pleading for some- 
one to take control.”

Heading into last weekend's 
MIAA Eastern Mass. Division 3 
Track & Field Meet at Milton 
High school, Wilmington High 
coach Bob Cripps had predict- 
ed that his team had a very 
good chance of finishing in the 
top ten among the best compe- 
tition in their division. 

It turns out Cripps was being 
a little too modest about his 
team, as the Wildcats did much 
More than just finish in the top 
ten, finished atop the standings 
winning their first state class 
meet since the mid 70's with 
outstanding performances up 
and down the roster, 

The Wildcats won the meet 
with 61 points, easily outdis- 
tancing second place finisher 
and two time defending champ 
Bishop Feehan, who finished 
with 48 points. Wilmington had 
only one champion on the day, 
with senior Nick Farnsworth 
taking home the title in the 
javelin with a new personal 
best, but their consistent per- 
formances in numerous events 
earned them a team title for a 
group that is the true definition 
of team. 

“It was definitely a team 
thing,” Cripps said. “We do 
not have any superstars, other 
than Farnsworth, like other 
teams have, but we had ten 
individuals and two relay 
teams score points and that 
‘shows the-depth of our team. 
When you've got that many 
kids scoring, chances are you 
are going to do very well.” 

Senior Matt Figuierido, wind- 
ing down what has been a spec- 
tacular season and career for 
the Wildcats, was one of the big 
scorers for the Wildcats with a 
second place finish in the 100 
meters in a time of 11.16, just 
behind Stoneham’s Roy 
Munson who won with a time of 
11.14, earning a spot in this 
weekend's All-State meet. 
Figuierido was also the anchor 
of the Wildcats 4 x 100 relay 
team that grabbed a second 
place finish. 

“Matt was actually even clos- 
er than that, but they round up 
the times,” Cripps said. “He 
did very well. He has had a 
great career, but he still has 
some running to do.” 

Senior Mike Condell, the 
defending champion in the 800 
meters, had what he might con- 


sider a disappointing day, but 
he would likely be the only one 
to consider his second place 
finish in the event in a time of 
1:57.96 to be a disappointment. 
Wayland’s Brett Stein earned 
the victory with a time of 
1:57.68. 

“Mike was a little disappoint- 
ed. What happened was he did 
not have a big enough lead and 
the kid who won had legs about 
twice the size of Mike’s and he 
managed to cross the finish 
line first,” Cripps said. “There 
is still another week so Mike 
will be looking to do even bet- 
ter.” 

In the 400 meter dash, junior 
Jimmy DiNuccio finished ninth 
overall with a time of 52.13, 
while sophomore Caleb Rogers 
finished 14th in a time of 53.91, 
while in the 300 meter hurdles 
junior Jon Parella finished 
sixth overall in a time of 41.05, 
while senior Tom Barry fin- 
ished 22nd in a time of 43.32 
just moments after competing 
in the javelin event where he 
had taken third place with a 
personal best throw. 

“I was very pleased with 


Parella,” Cripps said. “This is’ 


his first year doing the hurdles 
and to do a personal best in a 
meet like this is very impres- 
sive. I was very pleased.” 

For the relay teams, it was a 
case of good news and bad 
news, as both scored points for 
the Wildcats, but only one left 
the meet happy with their fin- 
ish. 

The 4 x 100 team of Tony 
Nelson, Nick Jannone, Matt 
Figuierido, an Nathan Downs 
were thrilled with their second 
place finish in a time of 44.58, 
while the 4 x 400 team of Caleb 
Rogers, Jimmy DiNuccio, 
Bobby Folk and Tom Barry was 
bitterly disappointed with their 
fifth place finish that left them 
just shy of the All-State meet. 

“The 4 x 100 team was also 
just four tenths of a second off 
of their best time, so they will 
have a chance to do even better 
next week at the All-States,” 
Cripps said. “But 1 was very 
pleased with a second place fin- 
ish in this meet.” 

For the 4 x 400 team, a fifth 
place finish, while earning 
points, and certainly an out- 
standing finish among so many 
great teams, came as a disap- 
pointment for a group that had 
won so many meets during the

season and set the bar so high 
for themselves.

When the season opened back 
on April 9th, Tewksbury senior 
Mike Ferriero led off the game 
and the season lofting a home

This past Saturday the two 
teams met for the third time, 
and once again a home run was 
the difference in the game. 
Leading by a run after 
Wilmington closed the gap up, 
Tewksbury freshman Matt

tournament. 

“I was just looking for a fast- 
ball,” said the right-handed 
Luppi. “(Wilmington pitcher 
Kevin Skinner) had thrown me 
a much of fastballs before so I 
knew what they looked like. The 
first one I took, and the second 
one I saw it and I put a good 
swing on it and got a good piece 
of it.” 

Luppi’s good swing forced 
Wilmington center fielder 
Steven Stewart to turn, and run, 
run and run some more in no 
man’s land. After two relay 
throws, Luppi easily crossed 
home plate and was mobbed by 
teammates, who advanced to 
the quarterfinal round, while 
sending their biggest rivals 
home for the summer. 

“I wasn't sure because in my 
first at bat I thought I hit that 
one pretty good and it ended up 
getting caught (by Stewart in 
center field),” said Luppi. “So 
when I looked up, I just saw 
that it kept rolling. When I was 
getting to third (third base 
coach Matt Petros) was waving 
me in and I was like ‘what’. I 
just didn’t know what happened 
if (Stewart) missed the ball. 
But it felt awesome when I got 
to (home plate) and my team- 
mates were there.” 

Luppi drove in teammate 
Justin Torname, who started 
the inning by reaching on a 
two-base error as a fly ball to 
the outfield was dropped. That 
came an inning after 
Wilmington closed the gap to 3- 
2 on a RBI groundout by Eric

“I tried telling the 
kids to lay off his curveball but 
it's a tough pitch to lay off and 
then stay on his fastball and we 
hit his fastball a couple of 
times. But they are a good team 
- a real good team. They are 
going to give Danvers a run.” 

While Wallace stood out by his 
numbers, his counterpart Kevin 
Skinner should have but four 
defensive errors, including 
three in the third inning was 
the difference of Tewksbury 
scoring five unearned runs. 

“The defense let us down 
today,” said Caira. “I thought 
Kevin pitched a good game.

“For me, it seems to be best 
not to train a lot,” said Baima. 
“High jump is an extremely 
mental event. If you are good at 
it, it means that you already 
passed the physical require- 
ments, so what’s left is the 
mind-body connection when 
you are in the air.” 

‘To perfect her high jump tech- 
niques, Baima said seeing pic- 
tures of herself in the air and 
watching other high jumpers 
compete helped her become 
more improved at each meet.

Landry family when they 
learned of their son’s death and 
helped with all of the arrange- 
ments for the soldier's funeral 
at St. Thomas of Villanova 
Church and burial in Wildwood 
Cemetery. 

At the time of his death, the 
Landry's lived in Lowell, where 
their son had grown up and 
graduated from Lowell Catholic 
High School.

After they were married, the 
family lived in Wilmington for a 
while. However they later 
moved to Lowell. 

“He (Private Landry) is 
buried six trees from his grand- 
father,” Mrs. Landry said. 
“They used to pick apples 
together.” 

After graduation from Lowell 
Catholic, Landry was slated to 
go to college and had a football 
scholarship all set up. However, 
according to his mother, he 
wanted to join the Army 
instead. 

“After 9/11 the kid had made 
up his mind,” Mrs. Landry said. 
We tried to talk him out of it but 
supported his decision.” 

Mrs. Landry recalled that her 
son had promised to go to col- 
lege after he got out of the 
Army. It was his goal to become 
a Drug Enforcement Agency 
officer. 

“We thought the time in the 
service would help him,” Mrs. 
Landry said. 

After joining the Army and 
going through Basic Training, 

ve assigned to 
Company C, Second Battalion, 
Troop A, of the 12th Calvary 
Regiment at Fort Bliss, Texas. 
According to Cimaglia, Landry 
was deployed to Iraq on 
Halloween. 

Cimaglia noted the irony of 
the fact that holidays played 
such important milestones in 
the young man’s life. “He was 
born on Christmas, sent over- 
seas on Halloween and died on 
St. Patrick’s Day.” 

Cimaglia was familiar with 
Landry, through the veterans’ 
agent's work with the 
Wilmington group, Local 
Heroes, whose mission is to 
send care packages overseas to 
the loeal armed services and 
naval people fighting ion Iraq 
and in Afghanistan.

Landry in a fitting way. On 
Saturday, May 3, 2008, the Town 
Meeting authorized the Board 0 
Selectmen to “...erect a perma- 
nent monument .to Army 
Private First Class John F. 
Landry, Jr.” Last week, the 
Selectmen authorized the use of 
land by a footbridge visible 
from Glen Road and Main 
Street. 

“We try to get the monuments 
near where the family lives; 
said Cimaglia. 

Cimaglia had worked with 
Town Manager Michael A. 
Caira and Public Works 
Superintendent Don Onusseit to 
identify the site. The memorial 
is being paid for by private 
donations. 

Cimaglia said, “On the 
announcement of the memorial, 
the Ahern Family Trust stepped 
up with a $500 donation.” 


The original donation was 
matched or added to by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
Peterson family (friends of the 
Landry's), Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
McNabb and the Wilmington 
Minutemen. A total of $2,200 
has been collected. 

“Because of the private fund- 
ing the Town Meeting did not 
have to appropriate any fund- 
ing,” Cimaglia said. “We didn’t 
solicit the funds; they just start- 
ed to come in.” 


According to the plans, the 
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memorial will consist of a gran- 
ite stone with a bronze 

on it and it will be placed under 
a tree on the site. This is simi- 
lar to many other memorials to 
the fallen heroes of Wilmington. 

Landry is the first soldier 
from the Iraq war to lose his 
life. Wilmington has four 
memorials to Vietnam veter- 
ans, one Korean War veteran, 
three World War Two veterans 
and three World War I veterans, 

No date has been set for the 
dedication of the Memorial. 
However, Cimaglia said the 
stone is finished and he would 
like the dedication before too 
late into the summer. ‘ 

In a related note, the City of 
Lowell dedicated the corner of 
Forest and Stevens streets in 
that city to Landry this past 
weekend. There is also a schol- 
arship fund for Lowell Catholic 
High School set up in the name 
of PFC John Landry (for more 
information go to 
www.crusaderclub.org and 
click onto online giving). 

Landry is survived by his par- 
ents and sister, Brittany and a 
nephew, Donavan. Mrs. Landry 
noted that Donavan still has 
memories of his Uncle John 
who would take him to the 
beach and play catch. 


According to Cimaglia, over 
1,000 people attended the funer- 
al in March, 2007. Wilmington 
has not forgotten its local hero.

TOP serves young 
people with differing abili- 
“fies so that they can learn 
about and participate in 
Sports and athletic training. 
- Young people in Wilmington 
are given information about 
the program through flyers 
sent to special education pro- 
grams. From there, word of 
mouth spreads the informa- 
tion to young people living in 
surrounding communities 
like North Reading, Reading 
and Winchester. 

“The original organizer, 
Ed Celli, relies predomi- 
nantly on the young people 
involved in Wilmington 
Youth Soccer and teens in- 
volved in Wilmington recre- 
ational sports to be 
one-to-one coaches for all the 
athletes. A typical TOP 
Sports ‘game’ starts with 
coaches arriving half an 
hour before players and set- 
ting up numerous soccer 
goals, basketball _ nets, 
boundary lines or whatever 
other equipment is needed 
for the day. When the players 
arrive, they are greeted, usu- 
ally by Ed and all the 
coaches, and then they are 
assigned a coach for the day. 
Players learn simple exer-

A yesteryear farmhouse 


The Fillmore puts the viewer in mind of yesteryear farm- 
houses. Lap siding helps create that impression, as do the 
wide front porch, Craftsman windows, and front-facing, 
gabled dormer. 

This plan is designed for a lot that slopes up at the rear 
and offers an alley access for the garage. A charming wooden 
stairway leads up to the railed front porch, which is on the 
main floor level.
